WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
mo ment o f assassinatio n in Dal­ 
las, Tex ., 12:30 p.m. by the elec­ 
tric clo ck o n the scho o l depo si-j 
to ry , came u po n the principals 
in the mo to rcade with a terrible 
su ddenness that is fo rged fo rev ­ 
er in their memo ries. 
Mrs. Jo hn F. Kennedy wo u ld 
nev er fo rget that it was ho t, 
“ terribly ho t. ju st blinding u s 
all,” and that amid the 
din 
there was a so u nd, like mo to r­ 
cy cles backfiring. 
“ There is alway s no ise in a 


mo to rcade, and there are al-! 
way s mo to rcy cles beside u s, a 
lo t o f them backfiring. So I was 
lo o king to the left. I gu ess there 
was a no ise, bu t it didn’t seem 
like any different no ise really 
becau se there is so mu ch no ise, 
mo to rcy cles and things.” 
To rture 
Fo r a lo ng time afterward, 
she wo u ld to rtu re herself with 
the tho u ght that if she had been 
lo o king the o ther way when she 
first 
heard that 
no ise 
things 
might so meho w hav e been dif­ 
ferent. 


“ I u sed to think if o nly I had 
been lo o king to the right I wo u ld 
hav e seen the first sho t hit him, 
j 
then I co u ld hav e pu lled him 
do wn, and then the seco nd sho t 
wo u ld no t hav e hit him.” 
Mrs. Ly ndo n B. Jo hnso n, rid­ 
ing two cars behind, also heard 
the no ise. She co nnected it with 
the tu mu ltu o u s welco me being 
acco rded the president. “ There 
had been su ch a gala air that I 
tho u ght it mu st be firecrackers 
o r so me so rt o f celebratio n.” 
Hears No ise 
Her hu sband, seated nex t to 


her, heard the no ise, to o , and 
\ 
likened it to a “ sharp repo rt o r 
ex plo sio n.” 
Mrs. Jo hn B. Co nnally , wife o f 
i 
the Tex as go v erno r, had ju st 
finished say ing, “ Mr. P resident.; 
y o u c an ’t say Dallas d o e sn 't 
j 
lo v e y o u ,” when she heard a 
j 
no ise. 
She didn’t kno w qu ite 
what to make o f it, ex cept that 
it was “ frightening” and came 
“ fro m the right.” 
Bu t Go v . Co nnally , an ex peri­ 
enced deer hu nter, knew at o nce 
what that frightening no ise w a s.1 
“ At the time I heard it, I j 


didn’t think it was a firecracker 
o r a blo wo u t o r any thing else. I 
tho u ght it was a rifle sho t.” The 
tho u ght immediately cro ssed his 
mind that “ this is an assassina­ 
tio n attem pt.”

Rumo rs abo ut 
the ability o f calcium o r o ther 
preparatio ns to prev ent o r cure 
a co ld are based o n o bserv atio ns 
that hav e no t been subjected to 
scientific co ntro l.
